The distinct steps taken to secure pure 
milk and save the thousands of babies who 
die annually from diseaged dairy products 
inelude: 

Introduction of an ordinance requiring 
milk to be delivered to the consumer at 
a temperature of 60 degrees and provid- 
ing that all except product from certified 
farms shall be pasteurized. 

Issuance of “shut out’ Hete of 87 
milk producers by department of health 
forbidding producers from selling dirty 
mim in Chicago and warning dealers 
against acceptance of stich milk. 

Dissemination of health department 
bulletins to educate farmers and dairy 
owners in sanitation and cleaniineas dur- 
ing handling of milk and cows. . 

Nance Introduces Ordinance. 

The new milk ordinance was presented to 
the council by Ald. Nance, chairman of the 
health committee, which recommended the 
measure unanimously, after weeks of in- 
vestigation and days of hearings, where 
milk producers, carriers, and dealers were 
given an audience. 

“The new ordinance should pass,” said 
Ald. Nance. It is one step toward a real 
milk supply for this city. No alderman who 
has the interest of the citizens at heart will 
vote against the measure. It provides for 
the certification of dairy farm products with- 
out pasteurization on Inspection and O. K 
by the health department.

vent great demoraligzation, according 

to B. G. Cooley, former superintendent 

of Chicago schools, who spoke on The 

Continuation School before the department 

of school administration yesterday morn- 

ing. The great industries swallow up the 

children after they leave school, and many 

of the parents, themselves engrossed in the 

problem of earning the daily bread, are un- 

able to give the boys and giris the needed 
attention. 

“A fundamental defect in our present 
school system resulte from our custom of 
terminating compulsory school education at 
14 years of age, said Mr. Cooley. 

“Our school training is not carried far 
enough at the present time to reach its real 
aim, to provide instruction and training nec- 
essary for the solution of the problems of 
everyday life. The youth who leaves school 
at 14 loses and wastes almost the entire re- 
sults of his eight years’ elementary schools 
before he 1s of age. 

“ The necessity for carrying forward the 
school instruction beyond the years of com- 
pulsory attendance ig becoming more and 
more urgent. The home has ceased to ex- 
ercise the educational power which charac- 
terized it in the past. It has ceased to be 
the workshop of the parents: the father and 
often the mother are frequently taken from 
the home by their daily work. The old work- | 
community of parents and growing children 
has disappeared. 

“The great cities and the great industries 
now take the youth almost immediately after 
the completion. of the elementary school 
period. It ie clear that great demoralizm- 
tion will take piace if the care of society 
and the state does not take the place for- 
merly occupied by the home, the parents, or 
the master n the trades. Society must take 
charge of the vocational education of all 
classes and not ignore the changes modern 
life has produced in the education furnished 
by the home.” 

“No line of architecture is, perhaps, getting 
more attention than the planning and con- 
struction of school houses, said L. N. Hines, 
superintendent of thd Crawfordsville, Ind., 
schools. “ The first tendency in present day 
school architecture is towards a greater con- 
servation of the health and comfort of the 
pupil. The second is towards making the 
school house’ attractive and an artistic in- 
spiration to the youth that must come under 
the influence of what the school architect 
has done. a 

“The laws of the states are taking up 
the problems of school house construction, 
and are insisting that buildings shall be 
erected that conform ‘to all that is latest 
and best in the line of school house construc-

. ROM the viewpoint of hygiene the 

$¢ whole alm of education in early 

years should be modified,”’ de- 

; clared Dr. William H. Burnham, 

~ professor of pedagogy and school . 
hygiene at Clark university, Worcester, 
Mass, before the department of child hy- 
giene, “ Premature and unrelated develop- 
ment, especially of the brain, is not only 
Hable to injure the health but to defeat the 
very ends of education. As long as the 
youth of our nation ig not morally and hy- 
gienically trained social vice will remain 
with us.“ 

“Child hygiene as a definite program of 
action is still chiefly a thing of the future,” 
said Arnold L. Gesell of Yale university. 
“ The function of medical inspection is chief- 
ly remedial and advisory. The task of child 
hygiene is to discover the types as early as 
possible and to provide the best opportunities 
for their treatment 8 5 development.

Operation Within Few Days.

Wilder is on a vacation in Wisconsin. He 
is expected back today, and Kimmel says 
the operation probably will be held as soon 
as Dr. Murphy reaches the city. The Niles 
mystery; man now is at the Robert Burns 
hospital, getting into condition for the opera- 
tion, which will be performed there or at 
Fox Lake.

“ Your committee is of 3 that Judge

has degraded bis high office and has de- 
stroyed the confidence of the public in bis 
judicial integrity. He hae forfeited the con- 
dition upon which he holds his commission 
and should be severed from office by impeach- 
ment.” 


Exposed by “The Tribune.“ 
The scathing indictment of Judge Archbald 
ig the direct result of the exposure of the 
scandal by Tun Cuicaco Trisuns. It was 
the intention of President Taft to hush the 
matter up, but the publication of the charges 
caused Representative Norris of Nebraska 
to induce the house to adopt a resolution 
calling upon the president for all the facts. 
The house is expected to act promptly in 
adopting the committee's resolution of im- 
peachment and the senate will proceed with 
the trial of the case without loss of time. The 
suggestion: that the trial might be postponed 
until after the election is considered !mprac- 
tical and possibly dangerous, for Archbeki is 
still a judge and can issue orders and make 
rulings, all of which will nave as much force 
ae those issued by any other judge. 


Articles of Impeachment.. 

An epitome of the articles of impeachment 
follows: 

“ Article 1. Negotiated with the Erie rall- 
road company for the purchase of the Katy- 
did coal dump for Edward J. Wiliams, his 
business associate. ‘In the opinion of your 
committee Judge Archbald'’s participation 
in this transaction, under all the circum- 
stances, was reprehensible and prejudicial to 
the confidence of the American people in the 
federal judiciary.’ 

“Article 2. Joined with George M. Watson 
of Scranton, Pa., in an. attempt to sell the 
stock of the Marian Coal company to the Del- 
aware, Lackawanna & Western railroad 
company. This company was owned by the 
Boland Bros. of Scranton, at the time liti- 
gants against the railroad before the inter- 
state commerce commission. The committee 
charged Judge Airchbald figured in the nego- 
tlatione for a valuable consideration.’ 

“article 3. That Judge Archbald sought to 
lease from the Lehigh Valley railroad a culm 
bank on the Girard estate coal property near 
Shenandoah, Pa. At this time the railroad 
was a litigant before the Commerce court. 
The committee said: It is the conclusion of 
your committee that the officers of the coal 
company (subsidiary) relinquished the right 
to operate the said culm bank because of the 
influence exercised upon them through Judge 
Archbald’s position as a member of the Com- 


merce court.’ 


Evidence After Close of Case. 

“ article 4. That Judge Archbald sought 
additional evidence from Helm Bruce, at- 
torney for the Louisville and Nashville rail- 
road in a case before the Commerce court 
which had been closed and given to the 
judges for decision. Later he considered 
a supplemental brief from Mr. Bruce with- 
out the knowledge of the attorneys for the 
interstate commerce commission, to meet a 
conclusion reached by another member of 
the. court. Judge Archbald wrote the de- 
cisién in favor of the railroad company. 
‘In the opinion of your committee, this 
conduct on the part of Judge Archbald was 
unfair and unjust to the parties defendant 
in this case.’ 

„Article 5. That Judge Archbald used his 
judicia! Influence to get a coal lease from 
the Philadelphia and Reading Coal com-- 
pany for Frederick Warnke. It is charged 
that Warnke promised the judge $6500, and 
later a note for $500 was discounted for the 
judge and has not yet matured. 

„Article 6. That Judge Archbald used his 
influence to help James R. Dainty of Scran- 
ton, Pa., purchase a coal tract from the 
Lehigh Valley railroad while the Lehigh 
had a suit before the Commerce court. 
‘The persistence with which Judge Arch- 
bald sought these business favors or prop- 
erty conceasions from railroads having liti- 
gation, or ‘ikely to have litigation, before 
the Commerce court indicates a well de- 
fined plan to use his official! position and in- 
‘fluence as a member of such court for finan- 
oial gain and profit,’ said the committee. 


some Queer Financial Deals. 

„ article 7. That Judge Archbald figured as 
a signer and the payee of a note for $2,500 
by W. W. Reissinger of Scranton, Fa., five 
days after he had adjudicated an Insurance 
lawsuit In which Reissinger was interested 
and a beneficiary. . 

„Articless and 9. That Judge Archbald sent 
award J. Williame to William P. Boland to 
discount a note for 00 signed by John 
Henry Jones while the Bolands were inter- 
ested in a lawsuit before him. Boland would 
not discount the note, which was discounted 
in a Scranton bank, and has never been paid. 

Articles 10 and 11. That in the epring of 
1910 Judge Archbald permitted Henry W. 
Cannon of New York to pay his entite en 
penses on a pleasure trip to Europe. Mr. 
Cannon wae at that time, and still is, a stock- 
holder and director in many ratiroads. For 
the same trip E. W. Searle, clerk of Judge 
Archbald’s court, collected $500 from: attor- 
neys practicing at that bar.

The Teutonic order, which must not de 
confounded with the sovereign Order of St. 
John of Jerusalem, commoniy known as the 
Knights of Malta, was instituted in 1192 by 
the Crusader King Henry of Jerusalem (aft- 
erwards Emperor Henry VI. of Germany) 
after the siege of Acre. Ite statutes were 
framed on the model of those of the Knights 
of St. John, and it wasdecreed that the mem- 
bers should be restricted exclusively to the 
Teutonic or German nation, which had sus- 
tained great losses at the siege of Acre. 

Pope Celestine commanded that they should 
be styled Knights of Saint Mary, whence 
comes their name of “ Mariener-Ritter,”’ 
sometimes used in leu of their more usual 
designation and that they should be clad in 
white and wear a large black cross on their 
hebits, manties, standards, and arma.

Their first station was at Acre. After the 
loss of the holy land they removed to Venice 
and thence to Germany, devoting themselves 
to extending the boundaries of Christianity 
at the expense of the heathen Wends. 

For centuries they practically ruled over 
what is now East Prussia and Lithuania, 
their principal station being Marienburg. 
while it was one of their grand masters who 
founded the duchy of Prussia, the nucleus 
of the HohensoHern monarchy under the Po- 
lish crown.

Today Acting Secretary Huntington Wil- 
son received information that Capt. Stuart )

agents, had arrived at Iquitos, 2,000 miles up 
the Amazon, on his way to the wild stretch 
of country to learn the facts at first hand. 


Great Britain Prefers Charges. 

The concessionaire in the case of the rub- 
ber gatherers of the upper Putuyamo river 
is asserted to be a British corporation. 

It remained, curiously enough, for British 
répresentatives and the British government 
itself to disclose the charges against. this 
corporation. 

The state . although no Amer- 
can citizens are involved, consulted with 
British officials and others Interested in the 
welfare of these natives and made strong 
representations to the Peruvian government.

Springneid, Ti, July 8&—[Special.}—Ac- 
cording to the report of the state fire mar- 
shal’s office the number of fires in Illinois in 
June was 546. Of these 255 took place in Chi- 
cago, where the damage ‘reported amounted 
to $133,085. Outside of Chicago the fire loss 
totaled $341,266. 

The causes in Chicago were: Matches, 52; 
overheated stoves, candles, lamps, and gas 
jets, 5; gasoline stoves, 4; gasoline and ben- 
zine, 11; defective flues, 8; spontaneous com- 
bustion, 4; Mghted from other fires, 33; incen- 
diary, 15; sparks, 16; carelessness of tramps, 
2; carelessness of boys, 2; rubbish, 15; light- 
ning, 15; hot ashes, 1; defective wiring, 2; 
cigars, 4; from causes unknown, 68. 

Chicago buildings damaged were: Dwel- | 
lings, 111; hotels, 4; barns, 20; sheds, 28; 
garages, 3; stores, 10; factories, 13: restau- 
rants, 3; saloons, 6; public halis, 3; laundries, 
2, shops, 5; warehouses, 5; lumber yards, 2;

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PORTUGAL ROYALIST BANDS 
CONTINUE FIGHTING IN NORTH. 


Two Forces, Well Armed, Worry Gov- 
ernment Troops—Moreire De Rey 
Joins Manuel’s Standard. 


LISBON, July 8 —Sporadic royalist at- 
tempts with a view to the restoration of the 
Portuguese monarchy continue to be made 
in various parts of northern Portugal. 

Although many of the royalists have been 
subdued or arrested, two important detach- 
ments still maintain activity. One of them 
is commanded by Capt. Couceipo, with 
headquarters near the town of Montelegre. 
The men are well armed with rifies, revol- 
vers, and knives. A second force is in the 
province of Traz-os-Montes. The govern- 
ment is rushing troops and war vessels to 
the north. 

At Moreira De Rey the population has 
raised royal standards on the houses and 
joned the rebels in a fight with the repub- 
lican guard, during which many of each 
faction were killed or wounded. 

An attack on Valencia De Minho by a 
force of royalists led by Capt. Sepulveda, 
formerly ald to Queen Maria Pia, was re- 
pulsed. 

It is alleged nere the Carlist leaders in 
Spain are secretly helping the Portuguese 
royalists and that many of them are now 
in Portugal endeavoring to spread ine 
monarchist revolt. 


Tries to Prevent Portuguese Plots. 

MADRID, July 8—Premier Canalejas de- 
clared today that strictest orders have been 
given to prevent Portuguese conspiracies 
from being hatched on Spanish territory. He 
said all the leaders and accomplices will be 
arrested. Spain is considerably incommoded 
by the interruption of the telegraph owing to 
the royelist uprising in Portugal, hut it is 
believed the movement is of little importance - 
and has already virtually collapsed.

Darrow, 
and the noted Chicago lawyer immediately 
began his fight against conviction on the 
charge of bribing a prospective juror in the 
MeNamara dynamiting case. 

Chief Counsel Rogers began the reading of 
a formidable array of depositions taken in 


Chicago several months ago to show the good 


reputation and the high standing of Mr. Dar- 
row in hits profession and in politics in that 
city and in the state of Tilinoia; which repu- 
tation, according to the deponents, had not 
been altered because of the indictments re- 
turned against him in California. 

The first character deposition read was 
that of former United States Senator Wü 
liam E. Mason of Illinois. He sald he had 
known Mr. Darrow since 1888, when they had 
debated the tariff question.

George E. Roberts, di- 
rector of the mint, has been mentioned for the 
place. 
Calle Andrew Claim Untrue. 

There will be no investigation of the tréas-’ 
ury department by Mr. MacVeagh.' He says 
positively that the assertion of Dr. Andrew 
that his letter of regighation was approved 
by other officials of the department is untrue. 

The failure of one or more of the officials 
in the department to notify Mr. MecVeagh i 
of their loyalty immediately after the pub- 
lication of the Andrew letter was due, the sec- 
retary: said, to no unwillingness on their part 
to do 80, but only to a lack of time. They all 
have done so since his return to Washington. 


_ MacVeagh Hopes for Peace.

‘Tangle Over Bonds Revealed. | 

With the return ot Secretary Mae veagh 
some facts became known concerning Dr. 
Andrew's claimed joßalty to him at the time 
of his embafra nt over the leu of. the 
Panama canal bonds in December, 1910.. Dr. 
Andrews friends assert that had it not been 
for his services at that time Secretary Mac- 
Veagh would have been forced to resign. 

The Payne-Aldrich tariff law authorized 
but did not require an issue of Panama canal 
bonds.

DEMAND SAFETY 
IN LOOP THEATERS | 


Big Downtown Playhouses, 
_ Aldermen Declare, Are 
Dangerous. 


SHOULD BE FIREPROOF. 


Powers’ and MeVicker’s Men- 
tioned as Places Where Alter- 
ations Ought to Be Made. 


Big downtown theaters yesterday came 
under the ban of the city council bullding 
committee which is considering the elimi- 
nailon of the upstairs or “ loft ’’ theaters. 

The committee at 10 o'clock tomorrow 
morning will hold a bearing upon the pro- 
posed ordinance to prevent the operation of 
“loft’ theaters and at the same time will 
consider the elimination of all theaters from 
using second floors where they are housed 
in buildings not of fireproof construction. 

Ald. Thomson, chairman of the committee, 
declared that the committee was facing one 
of the most serious duties that had ever 
confronted it. 

“ We've got to settle this theater matter,” 
he said, and we can't afford to let property 
considerations swerve ug from our duty, 
which is to provide saféty for the patrons of 
all theaters. I made the inspection trip on 
Saturday. The trip was an eye opener to me. 
I would not want any one I thought much of 
to go into one of the places. 


Thomson Favors Amendment. 

There are Gowntown theaters occupying 
second floors with baiconies and galleries in 
buildings which never were of fireproof con- 
struction. I am prepared to amend the pro- 
posed: ordinance to read that no theater of 
any kind shall occupy a second floor in a 
building which was not of freproof construc- 
tion at the time it was erected.”’ 

Ald. Walkowiak declared that each theater 
should be considered esparately, and men- 
, tioned that some of the big downtown thea- 
ters were quite as unsafe as the small places 

“T am told that Powers’ theater is not In a 
fireproof building. McVicker’s and others of 
the oldtime playhouses are in. the same. fix. 
They ought to be given the same sort of « 
deal as the little places.“ 

Ald. Kjellander sided with his fellow mem- 
ber in the idea that no different teatment 
should be accorded the big playhouses. 


Hyldahl Criticises Fire Escapes. 

AM. Hyldahl pointed out that even with the 
second floor theaters well equipped fire es- 
capes were unsafe. 

„I made a personal test of every fire escape 
we saw when we inspected these thaters,” 
he said. “I think without exception that 
they are of the filmsiest type, and I have 
my doubts if any of them would offer a safe 
exit in case of fire. I believe they would col 
lapse as soon ae any number of persons got 
upon them.” 2 

At tomorrow’s meeting the committee will 
hear a report from the building commis- 
sioner upon the conditions in the big down- 
town theaters with respect to their safety.
